Gov. Talmadge defended the 
State's new loyalty questionnaire 
in an address before the Georgia 
Education Assn. Friday night and 
charged that ‘‘a handful of people 
are doing a grave disservice to 
the teaching profession by trying 
to wreck Georgia's loyalty pro- 
gram.’ 

And he stuck to his support of 
& proposed constitutional amend- 
ment that would permit abolish- 
ment of the state's public school 
System if the United States Su- 
preme Court outlaws segregation. 

Talmadge did not give a flat 
“yes” or ‘‘no”’ answer to teach- 
ers’ requests for more pay, but 
Said it would be his ‘solemn pur- 
pose’’ to continue the provisions 
of the Minimum Foundation Pro- 
gram which permit automatic 
salary raises to teachers who bet- 
ter their ucademic qualifications. 
RAISED 125 PCT. 


Declaring that teachers’ pav 
has been raised by 125 per cent 
since he has been governor, Tal- 
madge said he would continue to 
strive to “increase the salaries of 
the teachers as much as possi- 
ble.’’ 

But he warned that he is ‘‘de- 
termined to guard jealously Geor- 
gia’s solvency and credit in the 
process’’ and does not want to 
see teachers ‘hoodwinked by irre- 
sponsible political promises.”’

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Religious Leaders 
Hit Probe Tactics 


Top Protestant leaders of the United 
States again have called attention to 
abuses in the current method of conduct- 
ing congressional. investigations. Since 
this group has been in the forefront in the 
fight to preserve basic freedoms, we again 
call attention to their conclusions. 


The General Board of the National 
Council of Churches of Christ in the 
U. S. A. Wednesday adopted a statement 
recommended by a “watchdog” commit- 
tee on the maintenance of American free- 
doms. It called for eight procedural re- 
forms in congressional investigating com- 
mittees and a sihgle joint committee to 
study subversive activities. 

The proposed reforms would protect 
the rights of witnesses and accused per- 
sons and would insure that these investi- 
gators restrain themselves to their legiti- 
mate function of developing information 
for legislation. 


The recommendations were prepared 
by a committee headed by the Rev. Dr. 
Henry Knox Sherrill, presiding bishop of 
the Episcopal Church. It charged that 
American freedoms are being threatened 
by competition among committees seeking 
publicity, personal aggrandizement and 
political advantage. 

The report said that individuals and 
organizations are being stigmatized on the 
basis of unsupported accusations and cas- 
ual associations and that the committees 
are acting as “‘legislative courts” to de- 
termine guilt or innocence. It accused the 
committees of refusing to let counsel for 
witnesses question them in such “courts” 
and for letting defamatory material be 
read into the record without requiring the 
accuser to confront the accused. 

It charged committees with failing to 
confine themselves to collecting informa- 
tion, with usurping powers not granted 
them by the Constitution and with releas- 
ing unverified and unevaluated informa- 
tion from committee files in such a way as 
to spread malicious gossip. 

All these charges are true. Top lead- 
ers of both parties, including President 
Eisenhower and Vice President Nixon, 
have admitted as much. 


Top leaders of the entire nation are 
also agreed that there is a “real menace 
of communism” but to destroy basic free- 
doms and traditions of democracy serves 
communism’s end. 


There are bills in Congress to reform 
investigative procedures.

Financing of Utilities 
Should Stay Competitive 


Without intending to get involved in 
any way in Robert R. Young’s fight to gain 
control of the New York Central Rail- 
road, we must give credit where credit is 
due. The controversial financier has al- 
ready revolutionized rail transportation 
even though his methods have been far 
from conventional. 

Mr. Young’s Alleghany Corporation 
now is performing a distinct pubiic service 
in a series of full-page ads presenting 
facts and figures about some questionable 
practices in utility financing. The Wal! 
Street Jdurnal on March 17 carried the 
second in a series of memos upholding the 
principle that sales of bonds for financing 
public utilities should be through competi- 
tive bidding. 

Headed “Congratulations to A. T. & 
T.!” the ad points out that last November 
the Securities and Exchange Commission 
announced a proposed relaxation of its 
competitive bidding rule with respect to 

subsidiaries of public utility holding com- 
panies. That, says the ad, would cost 
stockholders and the public untold mil- 


The memo traces the battle by the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co.

to break up the private system of selling 
bonds to finance its expansion program. 
It shows how a group of bankers gained 
control of this company through private 
negotiations, thus winning its objective of 
being able to purchase its bonds the same 
way without consideration of the stock- 
holders and the public. 


After extensive hearings and a long 
fight, the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission issued a rule in 1941 that hence- 
forth all securities issued in excess of 
$1,000,000 principal by a registered pub- 
lic utility holding company, or subsidiary 
thereof, must be sold at compulsory com- 
petitive bidding. The ruling, says the ad, 
has saved A. T. & T. a total of $58,000,000 
since that time. 


Mr. Young thinks the Securities and 
Exchange Commission should not relax its 
ruling to permit bankers again to buy 
public utility bonds through private ne- 
gotiations. We think he is right. The 
interest of millions of stockholders and 
millions of utility users will best be served 
through maintaining a system of competi- 
tive bidding.

Stone Mountain, a big hunk of rock In De- 
Kalb County—or, as a descriptive leaflet puts it, 


‘‘a gigantic monolith rearing from the Piedmont 
plateau’’—is a botanical treasure trove carrying on its surface rep- 
resentatives of all forms of life in the ladder of plant evolution. 

On the rock are algae, fungi, mosses and ferns which lead from 


simple one-cell microscopic life to the towering pines. 


these plants are weird, many are 
beautiful, all are interesting. 
Found in the cool pools of the 
erosion - hollowed rock are the 
chlorophyceae, or green algae, a 
one-cell factory for photosynthesis, 


_or food manufacture. Volvox, a 


resident of the microscopic world, 
lives in the pools of the mountain, 
lashing its thousands of flagella 
about in perfectly coordinated 
movement. Volvox is a colony plant 
composed of from several hundred 
to 40,000 cells held together in the 
form of a sphere by a gelatinous 
secretion. 


Also in the pools are the jewel- 
like diatoms, sparkling one-cell 
plants with walls of silica, and the 
spirogyra, a long tubular plant of 
joined green cells. The green, por- 
tion, or chloroplast, is arranged in 
spiral form within the cells, giving 
the name to the alga. 

Bacteria, the smallest forms of 
fungus. also are on the rock, and 
with them are their relatives, the 
higher fungi which include the 
mushrooms. The fungi make no 
food; they are saprophytic and 
parasitic. Among the fungi are the 
black mold of bread, the yeasts, 
the penicillium, the plant which 
secretes the vital fluid Penicillin. 

In the shaded lower nooks of the 
mountain may be found the puff- 
balls. a fungi living on dead leaves 
or decomposing bark and wood. 
The puffball is a prolific plant. A 
mature species may produce, one 
botanical authority states, as many 
as 7,000,000,000,000 spores, a ‘‘num-

ber about 56,000 times the popula- 
tion of the United States.” 

Lichens also thrive on the rock. 
The lichen is a cooperative enter- 
prise composed of an alga which 
manufactures food for the partner- 
ship and a fungus which makes no 
food but which provides a suitable 
growing environment for the alga. 
Symbiotic is what this relationship 
is called. There's one lichen on the 
mountain which grows about an 
inch high and terminates in a bril- 
liant red knob which is the fruiting 


On the rock are mosses and ferns 
. Poly- 
trichum, the ‘‘hairy-cap moss’’ is 
widespread there. The club moss- 
es, or Lycopsida, have a repre- 
sentative on the mountain, the iso- 
etes, or quillwort. 

This quillwort is found no where 
else in the world but in DeKalb 
County and then only on Stone, 
Arabia and Pinola mountains. 

The plant is an_ evolutionary 
hangover closely related to the 
giant Lepidodendron, a_ forest 
monstrosity of the Carboniferous 
era millions of years ago. The 
Lepidodendrons are fossil only, 
coming down to us in the form of 
coal. 7 

Stone Mountain is more than a 
rock with*an incomp.ete carving 
of Confederate leaders; it’s home 
for the thriving life that represents 
the beginnings of today’s giant 
trees which bring us shade and 
shelter and of the many growing 
things which bring us food.

Bat what else would you call 
a rookie who brings a lifetime 
record of 112-17, plus 11 no- 
hitters, inte camp. 

Trowbridge is the first to 
point out that his record doesn’t 
mean much, because he did 
most of his pitching in the 
Army. But you don’t sneer at 
such a mark, even if it’s com- 
piled in a Hi-Y league. 

Manager Whitlow Wyatt, for 
one, didn’t get excited about 
the record, but he did get ex- 
cited when he saw the 195- 
pound Trowbridge’s fast ball. 

After watching the 23-year-old 
right-hander for the first time, 
Wyatt said: “You'll have to 
look a long time, before you 


find a pitcher who throws any 
harder than Trowbridge.”’ 


In his first exhibition outing 
as a Cracker, Trowbridge dis- 
covered that he had a lot to 
learn about pitching. He was 
cuffed for five runs in one 
inning by Toledo last Wednes- 
day. 

That's the major reason the 
Braves want the ex-GI to break 
in with Atlanta. They figure 
that Wyatt is just the man to 
teach Trowbridge the pitching 
tricks he needs to know.
